Dowagfiac, Feb. 27.— esterday Dowagtac held a special

BERRIEN S P R IN G S 
LIKELY 
T O 
L O SE DAM . 


A press dispatch says: The South 
Bend power company tiled its arti­ 
cles of incorporation at indtanapoHs 
Saturday with a capital stock of 150,- 
000. The company proposes to dam 
the St. Joseph river in Clay and Ger­ 
man townships. 


The company h composed of South 
Bend and Mishawaka promoters who 
intend to dam t&c St. Joseph river for 
the purpose of creating hydraulic pow­ 
er. In their articles the directors set 
forth that they expect to »supply power 
in and about South Bend for operating 
the water works and oiectric lighting 
and heating ouoiic buildings. 


Th e Ne w s is informed that the in* 
corporators of the aboved named com­ 
pany are the owners of the Indiana 
railway company operating the electric 
railway between South Bend and Elk­ 
hart. These gentlemen have located a 
site for a dam between Mlshwaka and 
Elkhart. The dam is to be eighteen 
feet high and on account of good banks 
on ’both sides of the river only fifty 
acres of land will be overflowed. These 
people have just sold bonds for $1,000,- 
uOO on their railway plant and have 
plenty of money so are likely to push 
the building of the dam at once. 


As this dam will supply about all the 
ower needed at present in South Ben i 
will likely kill oflf the Berrien 
Springs dam project, the promoters of 
which hoped to get their power into 
South Bend first. From present ap* 
arances their project will be tied up 
n litigation for several months and In 
the meantime the Kennedy dam, as it 
is called, will be built and Berrien 
Springs will be in the soup, as it Is not 
likely that capital can be got to bulM 
it unless the’ power Is demanded by 
South Bend. 


It is very unfortunate for Berrien 
Springs that the people up there could 
not have pulled together and thus 
headed off the Kennedy project.

Washington, Feb. 27.—At the con­ 
ference of house fopublicnns Monday 
night on the l*orto Uiean tariff bill as- 
BurtiiR'eti were given that the preei* 
dent believed the meosure constitu­ 
tional autl would approve it if it came 
to him. and an agreement was reached 
to linHt the operation of the bill to 
two .vcMirs and to reduce the duty Im­ 
posed by It from 2.5 to 15 per cent, of 
the American tariff. As a result the 
repulilican huiders claim thot the bill 
will hiiv«* the support of all the re- 
puldicunM except four—Messrs. McCall 
(M u m s .). "Littlefield 
(Me.). Lorlmer 
(III.) and Crunipacker (Ind.), and that 
this loss will 
offset by nfllrmatl^’e 
votes of the oppoHltion. 
They claim 
the puMHagc of the modified bill I» cer­ 
tain. 


CtiMlrmMii C«nnon*a S tatem ent. 
After the conference adjourned at 


11 o'clock Chairman Cannon ga%‘e out 
(he following statement of the amend* 
mentH agreed upon by the conference: 


“Thf conference requeated the ways and 
means commSttee to offer an amendment to 
the bill as follown: 'Amend the title to 
make It an nci lemporarlly to provide rev­ 
enue for the iolnnd of Porto Rico and for 
other purposes.' and to add the following 
section; 'ThtH act ahatl be taken and held 
to be provisional In Its purpose. Intended to 
meet a pressing, present need for revenue 
for the iiland of Porto Rico and in not to 
continue In force after March 1,1902.' These 
amendments were adopted with practical 
unanimity. 
Another to reduce the duty 
imposed by the act from 25 to 16 per cent, 
was adopted by a vote of 105 to 11. A fur­ 
ther am ^dm cnt is to be offered by the 
ways and means committee to make It 
clear that no double duty Is imposed; that 
the payment of an Internal revenue tax Is 
the total tax on Importationsv" 


T he C onference. 


The republican members of the ways 
nnd menas comniittee, together with 
Speaker Henderson, remained at the 
capítol canvasKÍng the situation dur­ 
ing the Interim between the adjourn­ 
ment of the house at live o’clock and 
the assemiding of the conference at 
eight. 
Chairman 
(’iinnon 
presided 
over the caucus. As soon as it had been 
called to order, Mr. Payne, of New 
York, the lloor leader, .submitted two 
amendments, which he .said the ways 
and means committee w ^ e prepared 
to otfer to the bill. 
One of them 
changed the title of the measure to 
nuvke It a liill for temj)orarily ralsiHp* 
revenue for Porto Hico. 
The other 
added a new section to the l)ill. limiting 
its operation to March 1. lUO'J, unless 
sooner repealed. 


(ien. Shattuc, of Ohio, opened the 
proceedings with a plain statement to 
the effect that he was willing lo deft*r 
Uis own opinion In this matter to the 
wishes of the president, although he 
was convinced that his constituents fa­ 
vored free trade with Porto liico. He 
demantled to know, however, and he 
wanted no 
ecjui vocation 
about it, 
whether tin* president believed the bill 
was const it uti»iiuil, and whether he fa­ 
vored the measure. If he did not, Mr. 
Shattue announced that he would not 
be bound by the action of the caucus. 


T he Presiaent*« A llltude. 


This brought Mr. Payne to his feet. 
He said he had seen the president dur­ 
ing the afternoon, and he announced 
emphatically that the president was 
convinced that the bill was constitu­ 
tional, and that he would sign the bill. 
Mr. Corliss, of Michigan, backed up Mr. 
Payne with the statement that h</had 
seen the president since the house ad­ 
journed, and that the president de­ 
sired the bill to pass. 


Mr. Grow, of Pennsylvania, the ven­ 
erable ex-speaker of the house, said 
that the amendments proposed made 
the bill 
an 
emergency 
measure, 
against which the question of consti­ 
tutionality ought not to be raised, and 
Mr. Marsh, of Illinois, earnestly ap­ 
pealed to the recalcitrants to rally 
around the republican standard and 
bury their dissensions. 


S llll O|i|ioiie II. 


This drew statements from Mr. Mc­ 
Call and Mr. IJttlefield, the two leaders 
of the republican revolt. Both spoke 
in good temper, but abated not one jot 
their individual opposition to the meas­ 
ure. Mr. McCall said that the moditica- 
tions ottered and the assurance from 
the president might remove the objec­ 
tions of those w'ho had opposed the bill 
on the ground of expediency, but that 
his objections, going deeper, to the con­ 
stitutional question, could not be as­ 
suaged by any such amendments. He 
should, he announced, vote against the 
bill. Mr. Littlefield’s speech was along 
the same lines. He, too, he said, must 
oppose the bill. 


Mr. P o w e m Ylel4a.

The grounds at the exposUlon will be the finest over seen. Up to January 1 the work had progrcfesed as follows: 
Work wai begun on the site September 26. Since that date the land ha<» been cleared of fences, twenty four 
liundred small poplar trees, twelve hundred willow bushes and seven hundred assorted shrubs have baen planted about 


'the border of the grounds. A boundary fence has been built eight feet high and twelve thousand feet long. A nursery 
has been prepared and several tbouaand trees and phrubs nave been placed therein. Seventy-five larjre trees have been 
transplanted from points in the site to avenues on the border on the grounds. Some ten tUousaod eubie yard« of top 
aoil have been scraped, piled, mixed, and turned over. Four thousand yards of excavation have been removed from the 
East Lake; two green houses 20x30x10, with propagating bouses adjoining, have been built, and a number of co'd frames 
have been set out. 


The grounds have been crossed sectioneJ; build.ngs, canals, and roads have been staked out, l.'i.OOO feet of sewer 
have bean constructed. Plans for fire mains and domestic water supply have been completed. Route for intramural 
rallwav has been surveyed, and from 4000 to 5000 feet of canal which encircles the grounds have been excavated. 


2000 large poplar trees and maple have been received and prepared for early planting in tbe soring. 250 monu­ 
mental cedars have been prepared, boxed and are now awaiting spring before being shipped from New Jersey.
